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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed on 27 December 2005 has been noted and made of record. 

2. Claims 1-13 have been presented for examination. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 23 February 2006 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97, and is being considered by the examiner. 

4. The information disclosure statement filed 23 February 2006 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1 .98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is 
presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1.56(c) most knowledgeable about 
the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in the English language. It has 
been placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been 
considered. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments, see pages 21-23, filed 27 December 2005, with respect to claims 
1-13 have been fiiUy considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-13 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-13 are allowed.

As noted above, the Examiner agrees with the Applicant that the cited reference do not 
disclose a content divided into a plurality of object files, and that the plurality of object files are 
recorded and moved together with usage rule information of the content. After conducting an 
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updated search and considering the prior art of record, the Examiner has not been able to find 
any teaching or motivation to divide a content into a plurality of object files and have the object 
files moved together with the usage rule information, therefore it the invention is novel and non- 
obvious.
